Senator J am es RuoJ of Missouri is ^rowinj? its a cand tlate 
for the democratic nomination 
for 
the 
prcsulency. 
His 
boom w as launched in .Missouri last fall and he has not dis­ 
couraged it. 
Successive events have been in his favor. 
One of the indications of the direction of the wind, is the 
euology of Reed by Senator F ar aw ay of A r k m - a- . 
W h e n 
w e use the word wind it is as the ex pression com m only >' 
used and without part cular reference to southern sonators. 
T he declaration of J Senator ( arawa.v \vu. particularly signi­ 
ficant because of the fact that he was an adherent to the 
league of nations policy of President Wils-m, which Senator 
Reed vigorously opposed, and because Senator Caraway is 
notably dry, while Senator Reed is notably wet. 
N otwithstanding these differences tin* Arkansas senator 
finds more in Senator Heed t > approve than in- linds in the 
candidates who brought the deadlock in the N e w York c on ­ 
vention. 
Senator Reed has outlived his differences with President 
Wilson, and the Wilson adherents have softened their at ­ 
titude toward him. 
He is a northern democrat, and the 
nom inee will be a northern democrat. 
The religious preju­ 
dice lodged against Governor Smith of N e w York is not ap ­ 
plicable to him. 
Neither are the various prejudices that 
w orked against AIcAdoo. 
Election investigations of the la t cam paign, which will 
h an g over into the presidential cam paign, have served to 
advertise him, although he probably did not need that ad ­ 
vertising. 
It may b* more ex act to describe the effect as 
placing him in limelight. 
That of itself does not prove su f­ 
ficient, but taken with other circumstances it goes in his fa­ 
vor. 
Senator T hom as W alsh of Montana was the chief investi-j 
gator of the oil leases, but that inquiry w as carried to suchj 
ex trem es that it did not help W alsh w hen the nomination 
w as made. 
He w as placed in the line <>f w aiting by being 
m ade chairman of the N e w York convention. 
He waited 
and waited, but w as not called. 
i he latest im petus given to the Reed boom w as on oc c a­ 
sion of an address delivered in N e w York in 
ji convention of 
shoe dealers. 
N e w \ ork itself may not have been a party 
to the aid and comfort given to the Missourian, as it was a 
national convention. 
The Smith adherents will stand by Smith and the anti- 
Smith adherents will stand by M cA doo up to the time of the 
convention, but w h e n eyes are turned aw ay from these two 
central figures, they veer to Missouri.
